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FLORIDA STATE UNIVERSITY 


Located in Tallahassee, Florida State University is one of 
the fastest growing universities in the country. Already, it is 
lilerally busting at its seams with an estimated 10,000 students 
expected by 1960. 


The campus consists of 297 acres, the older part of which 
overlooks the capital city. 


The new portion of the campus follows a 50-year 
master plan developed by well-known architects. It 
stretches westward along Highway 90. 


Growing by leaps and bounds, the campus has an 11-floor 
dormitory with three more just like it expected in the near 
future. A million dollar physical education plant is less than 
a year old as is the multi-million dollar library building. 


Other new buildings include a new Geology Building, a 
new Science Building, a new School for Home Economics, 
a new Zoology and Botany classroom building and a new 
student center. 


A recent act of the legislature granted the University 
$2,300,000 for developing basic nuclear studies which 
will put FSU to the fore in the nuclear field. 


In 1851 the legislature passed an act establishing two 
seminaries of learning to be situated upon the east and west 
sides of the famous Suwannee River. 


The Florida Institute, then established at Tallahassee on 
the site of the present Florida State University, was offered 
to the state. During the next 54 years the institution was 
known as the West Florida Seminary, Florida University and 
Florida State College. 


The Buckman Act of 1905 made the school into Florida 
State College for Women, which it remained until it became 
the present Florida State University on May 15, 1947.

Florida State University’s recently named new President— 
Dr, Robert M. Strozier—is professed as an avid football fan, 

Dr. Strozier, who took over the post just in time for football 
season, was named FSU President late in June alter the be- 
loved Dr. Doak S. Campbell retired after 16 years. 

At 51, Dr. Strozier is one of the youngest University 
Presidents in the country. It was Governor Collins’ 
expressed desire that the new FSU President should 
be a “young man with the vision and foresight” to go 
with growing Florida State University. 

Though coming to Florida State from the University of 
Chicago, where he was Dean of Students, Dr. Strozier is a 
native southerner. He was born and raised in nearby McRae, 
Georgia, and attended Emory University in Atlanta. He was 
on the faculty of the University of Georgia at one time. 

His brother, newsman Fred Strozier, is a former resident 
of Tallahassee and headed the local Associated Press Bureau 
for three years. Fred Strozier is now the AP's chief executive 


in its Latin American Bureau.

If there's anything “uniquo" about Flerida Stato Univorsity's nowly croated 
Depaitmont of Football, il's the simplicity and loge with which it oporatos, 

Many writers have roforred to tho somewhat revolutionary sotup as 
“unique” In the collegiate circle. FSU officials havo no way of verilying thal 
angle. 

But the administration, recognizing the position football has attained 
in college life and recognizing tho tromondous amount of businoss 
involved in running a football program, has sot up the Departmont of 
Football, 

Al the hoad of this departmont is the Hoad Foolball Coach, Tom Nugont, 
Nugent handles his own budget, doos his own schoduling and, in qoneral, 
handles all business which allocts hls organization, 

Only a football coach knows what kind of @ schadule would bo best for 
his team, FSU officials feol. That's tho basic logic bohind this uniquo 
dopartmont, 

Nugent has already made groat strides with FSU football. 

Now ontoring his fifth year as tho propelling force behind the 
Seminolos, Nugont has attained a record of 42 wins, against 35 defeats 
and threo ties, 

He's also become nationally known for his bright Innovations. It was 
Nugent who invented tho typewriter huddle, the double quarterback and the 
"Y’ formation usod so olfoctively by his own Sominol 

A native of Lawrence, Mass., the 44-year-old coach came to Florida State 
in 1953 after completing four highly euccasslul years as head coach ct 
Virginia Military Instituto, 

Within threo years after Nugent joined the obscure VMI Keydets, 
he had won a Southorn Conference crown and had pulled an upset 
victory over mighty Georgia Tech.

This could be a year of upsets. Wo're supposed to lose to Auburn, Miami, 
Virginia Tech and Boston College; we're supposed to win over Tampa, Abilene 
Christian and Furman. The remaining fores—Villanova, Mississippi Southor 
and North Carolina State—are standofis and the exports say, “take your pick.” 

Our home schedule is the most attractive we have had in the history 
of Florida State University. Powerhouses Miami and Auburn invade 
Tallahassee for the first time and these contests will be sollouts, un- 
questionably. 

Doak Campbell Stadium may be taxed to its capacily on soveral other 
occasions, particularly the exciting homecoming, scheduled with Virginia Tech. 
Virginia Tech has defeated the Seminoles the past two seasons and 1s bettor 
equipped for the coming campaign than in years past. 

The North Carolina State game is always popular with Florida State 
fans, and on the night of Oct. 12 we may seo a re-play of the past 
several seasons when it has gone right down to the wire. 

Abilene Christian has never lost in Tallahassee and on two consocutive 
victories over the Seminoles in two previous contesis Abilene was the dofinite 
underdog, 

Furman, fighting back in the Southern Conference, returns a host of letter- 
men and, on the strength of their great games in 1956 against West Virginia 
and South Carolina, have the earmarks of a real surprise team. 

Our Seminoles should be stronger, but there is still a lack of depth in some 
spots. Graduation and academic lossos were heavy. Ten of the first 22 mon 
will return and around these will be a wealth of sophomore talent. 

‘Tho first throo quarterbacks will not be present and the success story of 
this year's eleven may begin and end in this position. Lee Corso, the key 
man in the success of the 1956 team, has graduated along with Lon Swantic, 
a voleran of four years. Vie Prinzi, an experienced signal caller for the past 
three years, is recovering from a spleen operation and will have to sil out 
untll 1958 to wind up his colorful career. 

However, tho spring drills uncovered Bobby Renn‘s ability and finesse 
and that of Jorry Henderson. Renn lacks experience at the position 
offensively, but he has everything needed for defense. 

The 1958 deadline for football at Florida Stato looms one year closer and 
if the Georgia Tech, Georgia, Tennessee, Micmi and Florida teams are to be 
mel on even terms, the 1957 aggregation must make rapid strides beginning 
with that Sept. 21st kickoff,
